Dear Mb. Wilson: 

Because this relates to a prior request on which there has been par- 
tial compliance, I expect a prompt response and not the shunting of 
this request to the bottom of your staok. 

In a prior letter to which you have not yet responded, I referred 
to the apparent absence from the 1^66 pages you provided of certain 
documents relating to Lee Harvey Oswald. Because of the manner in 
which these pages were stapled together, without examination of each 
page within eaoh group, it was not apparent that the pages were 
stapled in reverse numerical order. 

This request relates to all of those documents. To illustrate the 
point I will use examples from two assembled groups only. 

There has been injudicious, unnecessary, even laughable, masking. 
Recently federal oourts have held that when there is suoh masking 
there is no blanket authority for It and the masking must be 
Justified. 

In what is described as the cables to and from the Mexico City sta- 
tion the masking Includes that for which there is not in my belief 
either need or sanction. It inoludes wellQknown names. It includes 
the CIA version of what was not masked by the FBI, what is and has 
been readily available. It inoludes the names of well-known, even 
self- identified CIA employees where the absence of the actual names 
leads inevitably to distortion and misrepresentation. (This also is 
true in other instances o ) It is possible to allege that this was 
done with political purposes in mind. That it was done at all leads 
to this result. 

In the oase of the memorandum prepared for the Rockefeller Commis- 
sion, one about which I wrote you at the time of David C. Martin's 
story for Associated Press, there is masking that in some oases 
leads to a wrongful interpretation. There also is seleotivenesa in 
interpretation in that document and in what was seleoted from the 
files to be interpreted. 

K»re is the elimination from what is called an analysis that makes 
it a political rather than an analytical document. There is a 
stated incompleteness. There is reference to what is not attached 
°** included and is essential for comprehension and a determination 
of whether a) stated oonolusions and suggestions are Justified and 
b) whether others are justified and not stated or included.
